Elizabeth  Hoon  Cawley,  formerly  a  high  school  his- 
tory teacher,  a  college  professor  and  a  college  dean  and 
now  President  of  the  Borough's  Board  of  Education  for 
a  second  successive  one-year  term.  At  a  time  when  the 
volunteer  seems  to  be  vanishing  from  American  public 
life,  and  when  the  Princeton  Area — like  communities 
throughout  the  United  States — is  faced  with  the  hard 
necessity  of  expanding  long-overburdened  high  school 
facilities,  this  48-year  old  native  of  Clay  City,  111.,  per- 
sonifies the  rare  spirit  who  deems  service  a  privilege 
and  is  also  convinced  that  nothing  can  be  half  as  im- 
portant as  the  soundest  possible  education  for  the  citi- 
zens of  tomorrow. 

A  resident  of  Princeton  for  the  past  16  years  and 
the  mother  of  a  Sixth  Grader  in  the  Witherspoon  School. 
iVlrs.  Cawley  ranks  high  among  the  best  qualified  indi- 
viduals ever  to  have  held  the  board  presidency,  a  posi- 
tion which  means  800-l,0i)0  added  "work-hours"  per 
year  and  includes  such  responsibilities  as  directing  the 
preparation  of  an  annual  operating  budget  currently 
approximating  $814,000.  She  has  known  secondary 
schools  and  colleges  as  a  pupil,  teacher  and  administra- 
tor, has  established  a  scholarly  reputation  in  the  field 
of  history  and  in  more  recent  years  has  been  an  officer 
in  the  Elementary  Schools'  P.T.A.  as  well  as  an  active 
teacher  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church's  outstanding 
Sunday  School. 

Mrs.  Cawley,  the  daughter  of  a  Methodist  minister 
and  a  graduate  of  the  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  public  schools, 
divided  her  undergraduate  years  between  Morningside 
College  ( Iowa  )  and  then  Northwestern  University,  from 


which  she  was  graduated  "in  history"  in  1926.  After 
two  years  of  history  teaching  in  Sandwich,  111.,  she 
moved  on  to  Yale  to  specialize  in  "Anglo-Colonial  Com- 
mercial Relations  in  the  18th  Century"  and  to  win  her 
Master's  Degree  in  1930.  A  year  on  the  faculty  of  Lewis 
and  Clark  College,  Portland,  Ore.,  and  two  terms  of 
studying  educational  personnel  administration  at  Co- 
lumbia University  preceded  intensive  work  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  London's  Institute  of  Historical  Research. 

It  was  in  London,  while  qualifying  for  her  Ph.  D.  and 
writing  a  doctoral  dissertation  subsequently  published 
under  the  auspices  of  American  Historical  Association, 
that  she  met  her  husband.  Robert  Ralston  Cawley,  Pro- 
fessor of  English  in  Princeton  University.  Mrs.  Cawley. 
an  accomplished  violinist  and  also  a  devotee  of  paint- 
ing until  forced  to  curtail  such  interests  by  her  home- 
making  duties,  was  prior  to  her  marriage  Dean  of  Mary 
Baldwin  College,  114-year  old  women's  college  in  Staun- 
ton. Va.  Just  two  years  ago.  the  spring  following  her 
election  to  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Princeton  Uni- 
versity Press  published  her  second  major  work.  The 
American  Diaries  of  Richard  Cobden.  a  venture  that 
merited  financial  support  from  the  American  Philoso- 
phical Society. 

For  her  unselfish  devotion  to  this  community's  best 
interests;  for  insisting,  even  in  the  face  of  ever-rising 
pressure,  that  membership  on  the  Board  of  Education 
"is  the  greatest  privilege  a  person  could  have;"  for  her 
understanding  of  the  problems  which  must  be  solved 
if  the  quality  of  Princeton  public  education  is  not  to  be 
diluted;  she  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for 
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Open  and  Shut

Bingo  Vote  in  April.  New  Jer- 
sey's 567  municipalities  will  exer- 
cise local  option  privileges  at  a 
mandatory  special  election  on  pri- 
mary day.  April  20,  to  determine 
whether  they  will  allow  the  so- 
called  minor  forms  of  gambling 
within  their  boundaries.  Such 
activities  will  be  legal  the  follow- 
ing day  if  the  municipality  con- 
sents. 

The  state  Senate  and  Legisla- 
ture this  week  passed  three  non- 
partisan bills  legalizing  bingo  and 
raffles  in  any  community  voting 
"yes"  on  the  local  option  question. 
The  measures,  which  Governor 
Meyner  has  said  he  will  sign,  were 
called  for  by  the  constitutional 
amendment  passed  by  the  state's 
voters  in  November  by  a  3  to  1 
margin. 

The  three  bills  (which  are  ex- 
pected to  undergo  a  number  of 
modifications)  are: 

1.  An  act  establishing  a  five- 
member  control  commission  hav- 
ing investigation  powers;  opera- 
tors of  bingo  and  raffles  would  be 
required  to  submit  financial  re- 
ports periodically;  the  commission 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  with 
not  more  than  three  members 
selected  from  one  political  party. 

2.  An  act  limiting  bingo  prizes 
to  $250  for  a  single  game  and 
$1,000  for  a  single  session;  players 
to  be  over  18  and  persons  conduct- 
ing the  games  required  to  be

\ised  a  new  faculty  housing  plan 
which  is  taking  physical  shape 
even  before  its  details  have  been 
lornially  announced.  The  site  se- 
lected is  a  g-ently-sloping  area 
reaching  toward  t  he  shores  of 
Lake  Carnegie  between  Harrison 
Street  and  Broadmead. 

Life  occupancy  is  the  basic 
premise  on  which  the  plan  is 
founded.  Ownership  may  be  held 
as  long  as  desired,  with  the  Uni- 
versity ready  to  repurchase  the 
^ouse  at  any  time  on  the  facult>- 
member's  request. 

Ail  single  family,  detached 
dwellings,  the  houses  are  being 
buUt  by  the  University.  When 
re.-i.dy.  their  availability-  is  ex- 
pected to  alleviate  the  shortage 
of  homes  for  faculty  members 
with  large  families,'  freeing  a 
number  of  those  of  the  size  That 
ha\e  stood  in  the  Broadmead- 
FitzRandoiph  Road  area  since 
shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury. Dr.  J,  Douglas  Brown,  Dean 
of  the  Faculty,  is  credited  with 
de\ising  the  plan. 

The  owner  relationship  between 
Uni\ersity  and  facully  member 
has  been  described  in  this  fashion 
by  President  Harold  W.  Dodds  to 
the  board  of  trustees,  according

Morven  Use  in  Budget.  Gov- 
ernor Meyner's  budget  submitted 
on  Monday  included  a  proposed 
appropriation  of  $67,575  to  tit 
Morven  as  the  state's  first  execu- 
tive mansion.  The  governor  thus 
left  up  to  the  legislature  the  de- 
cision on  whether  the  Stockton 
Street  home  will  become  his  offi- 
cial residence.

Mr.  Kennan's  appointment 
marks  the  55th  anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  the  lectureship.

Dr.  Bliss  Perry,  one  of  this 
counti.v',s  most  noted  educators 
and  at  one  time  a  ptofessor  at 
Princeton,  died  February  13  in 
Exeter,  N.  H.,  at  the  age  of  93. 
He  taught  at  Princeton  fioni  1893 
to  1899,  when  he'  was  associated 
with  Woodrow  Wilson,  to  whom 
he  devoted  a  chapter  in  his  re- 
cent autobiography,  "And  Gladly 
Teach." 

Professor  Perry  left  Piinceton 
to  serve  as  editor  of  "The  Atlantic 
Monthly"  for  ten  years.  He  later 
became  one  of  Harvard's  most 
popular  lecturers  in  literature 
and  wrote  many  books  and  arti- 
cles. He  is  survived  by  a  daugh- 
ter: 0  son.  Dr.  Arthur  Bliss  Per- 
ry, headmaster  of  Milton  Acad- 
emy and  husband  of  the  former 
Emily  Stuart;  and  a  brother.  Dr. 
Lewi.-{  Perry,  former  principal  of 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

39,  cfied 
February  15  at  the  home  of  her 
brother,  Dr.  Werner  G.  Hollmann 
of  10  Bank  Street,  after  a  lengthy 
illness.  Miss  Hollmann  was  a  for- 
mer resident  of  San  Francisco, 
She  is  survived  by  two  other 
brothers  and  three  sisters,  all  of 
Gennany.

When  New  Jersey  Poll  staff  re- 
porters asked  a  representative 
cross-section  of  the  state's  voters: 
"The  United  States  is  now  send- 
ing war  materials  to  help  the 
French  fight  the  Communists  in 
Indo-China.  Would  you  approve 
or  disapprove  of  sending  U.  S.  sol- 
diers to  take  part  in  the  fighting 
there?" 
The  results: 

Approve  12% 

Disapprove  83 

No  opinion  5 

Highlight  of  today's  survey 
findings  is  that  opinion  on  the 
question  of  sending  American  boys 
to  fight  in  Indo-China  is  highly 
uniform  among  all  segments  of 
the  state's  population  examined. 
For  example,  at  least  4  out  of  ev- 
ery 5  in  each  population  group  ex- 
amined say  that  they  would  be 
opposed  to  sending  U.  S.  soldiers 
to  take  part  in  the  fighting  in  In- 
do-China. 

In  no  single  group  examined  do 
as  many  as  16  in  each  100  say 
that  they  would  be  in  favor  of 
doing  so.  These  groups  include 
men  and  women,  and  people  in  all 
city  sizes,  age  groups,  occupations 
and  political   parties. 

This  uniformity  of  opinion  on 
the  matter  of  sending  American 
troops  to  Indi-China  is  best  shown 
in  the  breakdown  of  the  vote  by 
political  party  affiliation.

During  the  past  ten  days,  the 
question  of  sending  combat  troops 
to  Indo-China  has  been  up  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  nation's  capital. 
Secretary  of  Defense  Wilson  just 
last  week  stated  that  the  United 
States  is  not  sending  American 
combat  troops  to  Indo-China  at 
the  present  lime. 


He  did.  however,  say  thai  the 
U.  S.  Governmpnt  is  sending 
American  technicians  to  handle 
the  highly  technical  equipment 
that  has  been  sent  the  French  in 
iheir  struggle  with  the  Commun- 
ist>— and  that  Ihese  technicians 
will  remain  in  Indo-China  until 
French  forces  can  be  trained  to 
handle  this  equipment. 

Over  the  past  eight  years: 
France  has  waged  war  against  the 
Communists  in  Indo-China.  Dur- 
ing that  lime,  France  has  sent 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million 
French  troops  to  Indo-China.  And 
roughly  one-fourth  of  France's 
annual  defense  budget  is  expend- 
ed in  the  lighting  there. 

Independents  Favor  Democrats. 
Results  of  another  New  Jersey 
Poll  statewide  survey  show  that 
among  the  state's  Independent 
voters,  those  who  lean  toward  the 
Demociatic  Party  outnumber  by 
a  6  to  5  margin  those  who  lean 
towaid  the  GOP.  The  same  6  to  5 
margin  holds  true  as  of  the  pres- 
ent among  lank  and  file  Inde- 
pendents in  their  choices  for  Con- 
gress (House  of  Representatives). 

Each  Independent  voter  in  to- 
day's statewide  survey  was  first 
asked: 

"As  of  today,  do  you  lean  more 
to  the  Democratic  Party  or  to  the 
Republican  Party?" 

Democrats  42% 

Republicans  35 

Neither  23 

A  comparison  of  today's  sur- 
vey findings  with  those  reported 
by  the  New  Jersey  Poll  on  Ooc- 
lober  8  shows  that  the  number  of 
Independents  who  say  they  lean 
toward  the  GOP  has  dropped  9 
percentage  points:  vvhereas  the 
number  leaning  toward  the  Dem- 
ocratic Party  has  jumped  2  per- 
centage points.  At  the  same  time, 
the  number  who  say  they  lean  to- 
ward netither  party  has  jumped 
7  percentage   points. 

Answers  to  a  second  question 
in  today's  survey  show  that  New- 
Jersey  Independents  express 
greater  preference  for  Democratic 
Congressional  candidates  than 
they  do  for  GOP  Congressional 
candidates. 

"If  the  elections  for  Congress 
were  being  held  today,  which  par- 
ty would  you  like  to  see  win  in 
this"  state — the  Democratic  or  the 
Republican  Party?" 

Democratic  54% 

Republican  46 

Today's  results  on  the  above 
question  are  all  the  more  signifi- 
cant when  it  is  realized  that  in 
the  1952  Congressional  Elections, 
Independents  preferred  GOP  Con- 
gressional candidates  over  Demo- 
cratic Congressional  candidates 
by  a  margin  of  16%.
